Trade.—The Oversea imports during April were valued at £1,575,105 
and show a decrease of £1,100,396, or 41:1 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for ten months, 
July to April, 1916-17, was £28,264,883, an increase of £853,018, 
or 3:1 per cent., in comparison with the figures for 1915-16. 

The Oversea exports during April amounted to £3,385,138, being an 
increase of £323,461, or 10-5 per cent. as compared with the corres- 
ponding month of last year. For the ten months, July to April, 
there was a decrease of £216,784, or over ‘6 per cent. compared with 
the same period for 1915-16.

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Public Finances,—The Public Accounts for April show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,659,352, or £166,080 more than in 
April of last year. During the ten months ended 30th April the 
revenue was £15,285,978, being £506,993, or 3:4 per cent. more than 
in the corresponding period of the last financial year.

£1,063,329, or 6°6 per cent. more than in 1915-16,

Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals—silver, zinc concentrates, 
copper, tin, and coal—exported from New South Wales during the first 
quarter of 1917 was £2,737,377, an increase of £1,023,123 as compared 
with the corresponding quarter of 1916. The output from the silver- 
lead mines exhibits an increase of £331,995, and the exports of copper, 
obtained largely from matte, &c., imported from other States, disclose 
an advance of 1,665 tons, and £391,006 in value. The quantity of zinc 
concentrates exported also represents a favourable increase in output of 
30,016 tons, and of £124,031 in value, but the production of tin declined 
in value to the extent of £14,384, The coal exports for the first three 
months of 1917 show a comparative increase of 59,496 tons and 
£190,475 in value. 


The gold yield during April was 5,214 oz. crude, equal to 4,933 oz. 
fine, valued at £20,986, and showed a decrease of 10,013 oz. fine, and 
£42,531 in value, compared with April of last year. The value of gold 
produced during the four months was £116,445, and showed a decrease 
of 12,295 oz. fine, and £52,226 in value, in the figures for the corres- 
ponding period of last year 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From. the information collected each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in April, 1917, prices were 34°8 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914, 4°2 per cent. higher than in April, 1916, and 0-4 per cent. 
higher than in the preceding month, March, 1917. 
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Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
April, 1917, 71-0 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 3°3 per cent. 
higher than in April, 1916, and 0-1 per cent. higher than in March, 
1917. Meat prices remained unchanged except for an increase of about 
a penny per |b. in the price of pork chops.

Eggs showed a decided increase in price, and soap, candles, and blue 
advanced slightly, while small decreases occurred in prices of onions, flour, 
jam, raisins, and currants. 


Land Selections.—During April, 55 applications were made for 21,509 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 57,119 acres, representing 
75 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 383, and the area applied for 186,365 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
1st January is 286,133 acres, representing 683 blocks. 


Meteorology.—The weather conditions of April were similar to those of the 
preceding month, with light rains inland and larger falls on the coast, 
The coastal storms of April, however, were much more severe and 
persistent than in March, resulting in substantial rains over the coastal 
area and the Blue Mountain district. Westward from the mountains 
the totals were extremely poor; at many stations no rain whatever 
occurred. Unfortunately very scanty rains were received over the 
wheat area, the totals being very short of the average. The weather 
generally was marked by mild days and cold nights, with occasional 
squally conditions on the coast, 


Vital Statistics—-Sydney and Suburbs—April, 1917.—The births regis- 
tered numbered 1,572, equal to 24°66 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 789 were males and 783 females. The rate is 10:5 per cent. 
below the average of the previous five years. 
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The deaths numbered 583, namely, 332 males and 251 females, equal 
toa rate of 9:14 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 8-6 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age groups except 
65 and over. 


The infantile mortality was 53-4 per 1,000 births, and is 28 per cent. 
below the average for April, of the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
April, 431 new buildings, as compared with 434 in April, 1916. 


The total for the four months January to April, was 1,743, as 
compared with 1,841 during the corresponding period of 1916.
